It  publicly 
brands  the  American  Numismatic  Association  and  the  illegal  Executive  Board  com- 
posed of  M.  Vernon  Sheldon,  Joseph  Moss,  Capt.  O.  H.  Dodson,  J.  Hewitt  Judd, 
Charles  L.  Ruby,  C.  H.  Ryan  and  Richard  S.  Yeoman  as  liars,  cheaters  and  sophists.
